TRINIDAD (Colo.), Aug. 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| What may prove a long 
and bloody struggle opened today on the 
Maxwell grant at Stonewall, 40 miles west 


of Trinidad. A sheriff's posse had been 
gent to keep the peace. It was met by | 
armed settlers in numbers estimated at from | 
200 to 500 men. The settlers demanded the | 
arms of the posse, which was refused. The | 
posse took up quarters in the Pooler Hotel, 
alarge frame building. The settlers en- 
deavored to force an entrance, when the 
posse opened fire. R. D. Russel, ene of the 
oldest settlers, fell dead, and two or three 
other settiers were wounded, ‘The buildiag 
was soon riddled with balls. 

An eye witness, who gave this informa- 
tion, left while the conflict was still going 
on. The citizens are greatly excited. The 
Sheriff is gathering men to go to the relief 
of the besieged posse. It is beiieved that 
the building will be burned, and that the 
dozen besieged deputies will be put to death 
before morning. 

The settlers come from the tributaries of 
the Purgatoire River, from Vemijo, N. M., 
and also from the Costillo grant. In those 
mountain fastnesses, it seems useless to op- 
pose them with either military or regular 
troops. 

Public sentiment in Trinidad is entirely 
with settiers, Another courier is ex- 
pected to arrive tonight. 

The settlers have cavalry composed. of 
both Americans and Mexicans. The.Mexi- 


cans are painted as if for war. 


THURMAN AGAIN TALKS. 


He Sticks to the Tariff and Dodges 
the Message. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 25.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Judge Thurman arose and 
breakfasted shortly after 10 o’clock. Long 
before that time, however, bands and dele- 
gations called to serenade or be received by 
him, but the policeman at the foot of the 
stairs allowed him uninterrupted rest. 
Melville W. Fuller called during the morn- 
ing, and had quite a chat with the Judge. 
The parade of today began to form some 
time before noon, although 12 o’clock was 
the time set, and soon after that hour 
marched through the streets to escort the 
Judge.and party to the train on which they 
were taken to Cheltenham Beach, 
Prominent in the parade were or- 
ganizations of naturalized citizens with 
mottoes such as “We were made citizens 
legally,” “No dynamite 1n ours,” and other 
expressions of their loyalty to their adopted 
country. Traveling men and local political 
organizations, some organizations from 
neighboring towns, bands and carriages 
made up therestof the procession. The 
Judge was greeted with great enthusiasm 
by the immense crowd tbat filled the side- 
walks along the line. 

An immense crowd gathered at Chelten- 
ham Beach to hear Judge Thurman and 
other distinguished speakers. A stand had 
been erected in the center of the large hall, 
and around it the eager thousands jostied 
together in the vain attempt to see and 
hear the speaker, and the speaker did nis 
best to be heard. 
Congressman Roger Q. Mills ef Texas, 
ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull of Lllinois and 
Congressman Wilsonof Virginia were with 
Thurman. Judge Thurman was jntroduced 
by Lyman Trumbull, and spoke in sub- 
stance as follows: 
“Friends and Fellow-citizens: Allow 
me to first express my thanks to Judge 
Trumbull for the kind manner in which he 
has presented meto yeu. It is my {wing 
today to speak upen the tariff; but before L 
roceed to that supject I willsay this: You 
en within the last few days heard nota 
little about a message of the President to 
Congress on the rejection of the fisheries 
treaty. Owing to meager information in 
possession I cannot here discuss it, and 

i have 1 no copy of the President’s message 
aa therefore cannot quote from it. but i 
want to say thatsome years og this coun- 
try was greatly agitated party called 
the Know-notwing party. it was a party to 
which the Irishman was an abomination of 
abominations; and if he were a Catholic 
Irishman he was the accursed of the earth. 
But now, strange to say, these men who a 
few years ago were Know-nothings and the 
most abusive of men of the Irish, of the 
Germans and all foreign born people, but of 
the Lrish especially, are seeking to court 
what is called the Lrish vote, to get the Irish 
to vote against the men who stood by them 
in defense of their rights, and in defense of 
everything that was alleged against them. 
Now they are seeking to get their votes by 
misrepresenting Grover Cleveland, assert- 
ing that he is under British imfluence. 
There was never a more false assertion. 
You might as well tell me that Washington 
was under British influence. If any man 
thinks there is anything tn the charge let 
him read the message the President sent to 
Congress this week.

He has too much sympathy 
with the American people, native and 
naturalized, to be under any false or im-

“The tariff is a tax imposed by the Gov- 
ernment upon goods, wares and manufac- 
tures impoited into the United States for 
sale. The effect is to raise the price upon 
everything upon which it is put. 
not raise the price upon the beef or pork 
packed in Chicago, or on the wheat that is 
sold in Chicago, for we do net import these 
commodities, but on what we do import, and 
on similar articles manufactured in this 
country, that tariff raises the price and 
makes them cost more te the consumers; 
and yet this tax is said to benefit the labor- 
ing-man. Hew can a man be benefited by a 
tax that begins at the crown of his head 
and taxes pe ea | he wears, down to the 
soles of his feet? So far as it is necessary 
to raise money to carry on the Government, 
to pay the pensions of the gallant men who 
fought for its preservation, the people are 
willing te pay the tax; but when you tax 

he people wore, you are robbing the people 
of the money that belongs to them. ‘This

DERATH-BED STATEMENT 


m Which He Says He Was Shot 
While Be and His Brother Were 
Souffling for the Nevolver—Ben 
Improving.

Judge O'Melveny then had 
them brought into court, and instructed 
them that Stephens had no lega! defense 
for his article, which he said was libelous. 
The jury accordingly returned a verdict of 
guilty. When John Mclimuvil, the foreman, 
wished to make an explanation, the Court 
refused him. The law does not permita 
juryman to impeach his own verdict. The 
base coming on fer sentence yesterday, 
Judge O'Melveny sentenced Stephens to 
pay a fine of $850 for libeling Horace Bell, 
pr to be confined in the County Jail at the 
rate of one day for every dollar of the fine. 
Stepbens has taken an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, and is out on $1000 bail.

FINE GRANITE, 


Blocks Twenty Feet Long from the 
Quarries. 

On a flat car at the junction of Main and 
Alameda streets is some granite stone well 
worth looking at. It is for the coping of 
the superb vault which Beaudry & Declez 
are now building in the Roman Catholic 
cemetery for Richard Garvey. The three 
oer of coping in question are each 20 feet 

ng, 1 foot wide and 2 feet high, of 
“New Westerly” granite, dressed to a 
smooth surface. ‘They are the longest 
dressed granite biocks ever handled in the 
State—so Mr. Deciez says. ‘There is also 
on the cara piece of coping for the orna- 
mented front of the vault, 7 feet long by 2 
feet wide by 2 feet 6 inches high. The 
vault was roofed with two pieces, each 
weighing seven tons, and being 12 feet 6 
inches by 5 feet and 14 inches thick. 

There are also on the cars smaller blocks 
of white Hilland Occidental granite, the 
latter beautifully speckied with scales of 
black mica. These granite blocks all came 
trom the big quarry of Beaudry & Declez, 
50 miles away, near Riverside. There, at 
Deciezville, they have their plant costing 
$30,000 and employing 50 men. They own 
the only ledge of granite to be found in 
that locality, and run a railroad three miles 
long to the Southern Pacific tracks from 
their shop, and their quarry is the = one 
in this part of the State having railroad 
facilities for transportation. Hence they 
furnish most of the granite used in Los 
Angeles, including the big retaining wall 
of Mr. Beaudry on New High street. 

The car willremain where it is till Mon- 
day afternoon, and the stone will pay for 
inspection by architects and builders, or 
others interested in such matters.

The Lesson of the Conventions. 


As is well known, the county Democ- 
racy, like the animals referred to in 
the hygienic laws of the Mosaic dis- 
pensation, is divided into two classes,

| T. J. Cuddy, backed up by the Los An-

loud, has been very deep, and grew in

_tion. One of the noteworthy features 
of that assemblage—and one which 
has not been made so prominent as it 
might have been—was the complete 
and dismal collapse of the Cuddy fac- 
tion, under the leadership of that poli- 
tician, who was a candidate for the 
most important office in the county.

There are many features of these re- 
sorts which we might with advantage 
copy, such as the establishment of well- 
shaded parks, with plenty of benches; 
a band to play once or twice a day; 
good, hard, level driveways, lined with 
trees; a public assembly hall, where 
visitors might meet and get acquainted, 
and so forth. To carry out such 
plans—and many others’ which 
would naturally suggest them- 
selves—there should be a _ com- 
mittee of citizens, supplementary to 
the Board of Trade, having the special 
charge of the beautifying of the city 
and thecare of visitors and new ar- 
rivals. Such a committee, if composed 
of responsible men, would find no dif- 
ficulty in securing ample subscriptions 
from our capitalists and business men. 
The old spirit of enterprise, which 
caused Los Angeles to be celebrated 
througheut the country as a liberal 
advertiser of its resources, is not dead, 
but merely sleeping, and only needs 
a little inducement arouse 
and rush the development of our at- 
tractions as vigorously and effectively 
as itonce advertised them. Florida, 
while under a cloud this season, is ac- 
tively competing for tourist travel. 
That State makes up for what it lacks 
in healthful climate by the tropical 
romance of its scenery and its accessi- 
bility. ts wonderful new hotel at 
San Augustin is one of the finest build- 
ings in world. All the 
eastern resorts are constantly add- 
ing to their attractions, and rivaling 
one another in their efforts to make 
the tourist’s stay a continued round of 
pleasure. On this coast. Monterey 
comes nearer than any other place to 
the desired standard. 
Why cannot we add to our horticul- 
tural and commercial resources the 
reputation of a world’s resort? It needs 
but a little combined and persistent 
effort and the expenditure of 
a comparatively trifling sum of 
money, which would be returned, 
within a few years, a _ thousand 
fold. One thing is certain. Visitors 
—except those who are mortally sick— 
will not continue to come here and 
wade through dust in summer and mud 
in winter for the sake of inhaling our 
ozone, when they can get a fairly good, 
quality of air elsewhere, with a host of 
comforts and attractions in the bar- 
gain. Itis difficult to estimate what 
our muddy streets cost Los Angeles 
last winter. Let us be wise in time. 


The Restriction of Immigration. 


In the latest number of the North 
American Review Mr. Powderly has 
an article on the immigration question, 
which has attracted much attention. 
The article is of importance, in view 
of the fact that Mr. Powderly repre- 
sents the ideas of a very large labor 
following. 

The immigrants who came previous 
to 1860 Mr. Powderly regards as a 
solid, valuable addition to the Republic. 
Since then, he maintains, their char- 
acter has undergone a marked change 
for the worse. Many have no idea of 
casting in their lot with us for good 
and all, but as soon as they have 
hoarded up a few hundred dollars 
they go back to their native lands. As 
remedies for these abuses, Mr. Pow- 
derly would oblige all persons who 
contemplate coming to this country as 
immigrants to file a declaration of 
their purpose with the nearest Ameri- 
can consul at least three years before 
the date of their departure. The con- 
suls are meantime to ascertain the 
character of the applicant, and only 
those persons bearing certificates from 
the American representatives abroad 
are to be entitled to land. Immediately 
on d‘sembarking, the new-comers must 
file their intentions of becoming 
citizens, and be given to understand 
that, unless they learn to read the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of the United States so as 
to be able to interpret them intelli- 
gently, they must forfeit all rights to 
remain here longer than five years. 

These views are, perhaps, rather 
more advanced than the people would 
be willing to indorse just at present, 
but something in this direction has got 
to be done—and done soon. When the 
time comes for Congress to set to work 
ona restriction act, those politicians 
who expect to make capital out of race 
prejudices will be surprised at the 
unanimity which will be displayed by 
workingmen of all nationalities, resid- 
ing in this country, in favor of such a 
measure. 


A Veteran in the Fight. 
' Since his great speech last Tuesday 
evening, the services of the Hon. 
William Williams are more than ever 
in demand as acampaign orator on 
the Republican side. He has been 
strongly urged to go east to take part 
in the campaign, but is unwilling to do 
so, on account of his age and the great 
severity of the eastern climate. Hay- 
ing declined to go east, steps have been 
taken by the National Executive Com- 
mittee to have him take part in the 
campaign in this State, and Gen. Har- 
rison has written to the California 
member of the committee to that effect. 
On the 24th inst., Judge W. F. Fitz- 
gerald, the Los Angeles member of 
the State Central Committee, wrote to 
Chairman Dimond as follows: 


“Please notify the chairman of the County 
Committee at San Bernardino that Hon. 
William Williams of Iudiana will open the 
campaign at that place on the Ist proximo. 
Have him extend a special invitation to the 
farmers of that county to be present, as 
they will hear the tariff question discussed 
as they never heard it before. His speech 
here last Tuesday night was a revelation, 
and numbers of converts were made. He 
should speak, if possible, under the auspices 
of the State Committee.”

LEwIsToN (Me.), Aug. 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The second public address 
of Blaine on the political issues of the 
campaign was delivered here tonight. 
Blaine spoke substantially as follows: 

“I did not happen to have an opportunity 
of reading the full text of the President's 
message on the fisheries until this morning, 
aad with all due respéct to the Chief Exec- 
utive of the Nation, 1 must say that, con- 
sidering all the circumstances, it is the 
most extraordinary decument that ever was 
sent from the White House to the Capitol. 
Here are the main facts of the issue be- 
tween Canada and the United States, or 
perhaps, to speak more exactly, betweert 
Great Britain and the United States, in re- 
spect to the fisheries: It was our belief, and 
still is, that after the articles of the treaty 
of V/ashington relating to the fisheries had 
expired, the Canadian Government behaved 
in an unneighborly, unseemly and unjust 
manner toward our fishermen, in refusing 
them rights which they had long enjoyed 
by prescription. In order to bring the 
Government of the Dominion to a 
just appreciation of the sub- 
ject, Congress authorized the President 
in the spring of 1887 to adopt as his policy 
a suitable retaliation, directing among other 
things that whenever and so long as Ameri- 
can .vessels were deprived of commercial 
privileges in ports of Canada, Canadian 
vessels should be deprivedof like privileges 
in the ports of the United States. This, if 
I may indulge in appropriate slang, was a 
genuine tit-for-tat policy, in which the pun- 
ishment was admirably fitted to the crime. 
President Cleveland declined to enforce the 
policy, and allowed outrage after outrage 
upon our fishing vessels to go unredressed. 
He was bent on some form of negotiation 
with Engiand, even against the express 
wish and will of the United States Senate 
and in defiance of the large share in the 
treaty-making power which the Constitution 
assigns to the Senate. Finally, without the 


against its will, the President organized a 
commission to frame a treaty that should 
settle all points of dispute. He thus gave, 
what was never intended by the Constitu- 
tion, 
A PARTISAN SIDE 
to an internationai discussion. It was never 
designed by the founders of our Govern- 
ment that intercourse with foreign nations 
should be conducted by Kepublicans or by 
Democrats, or by Whigs or by Federalists. 
it should only be by the Nation as a whole. 
Why should the railways of the United 
States that annually transport $50,000,000 of 
Canadian goods in transit be deprived of 
their business, and endure a large loss, on 
account of a sudden whim of the President? 
Why should the transit from Detroit, Buf- 
faloand New York, over both American 
and Canadian railways, be suspended, when 
it has no. relation whatever to 
the fishery question? Why _ should 
the large traffic between Quebec and 
Montreal on the one hand and Portland on 
the other by which Portland becomes the 
winter port of Canada, be summarily 
stopped at the caprice of the President be- 
cause of his chagrin over the cost of an in- 
dependent, but, as he considers it, a retrac- 
tory, Senate? Is it the design of the Presi- 
dent to make the fishery a odious by 
embarrassing commerci relations and 
commercial exchange along 3000 miles of 
frontier, and to inflict on American com- 
munities a needless and vexatious and a 
perilous confusion of trade. If Congress 
will give him the enactments which he asks, 
he will give them retaliatien until they cry. 
‘HOLD, ENOUGH!’ 
and allow him to settle the fishery ques- 
tion in the precise manner in which the 
Senate now contemptuously rejects; for, 
after all, fellow-citizens, is not the Presi- 
dent’s position a mere political device to 
divert the attention of the American people 
from his free-trade measure and from the 
Mills Tariff Bill? Is not bluster on the 
fisheries to be the = of campaign for the 
Democratic party? Are not permits for 
bravado, issued by the political 
of the Administration, marked on the 
: ‘Good till after the first Tuesday in 
November”? 
“We have our partisan differences at 
home, and settle them on our own 
soil in our own way; but toward all 
powers on the globe we 
should present one united, indivisible Amer- 
ican Republic. But this was not done; the 
treaty was launched as a Democratic parti- 
San measure rather than a patriotic Ameri- 
can measure, and the don papers have 
been following their usual vocation of eulo- 
gizing the Democracy and abusing the Re- 
publican party with greatly-increased vi- 
tuperation ever since it was found that 
the Senate was bent on maintaining the na 
tional dignity. Itis plainly apparent from 
the text of the Constitution itself that the 
wise men who framed it thought that the 
ordinary legislative power should be com- 
mitted to the majority, however small, but 
that no treaty should be framed without the 
overwhelming support of public opinion. 
They provided, therefore, that it should re- 
quire in all cases two-thirds of the Senate to 
ratify a treaty. But despite this, the Na- 
tional Administration went ahead 
REGARDLESS OF RESULTS, 
and negotiated a treaty so repugnant to the 
American instinct of national self-respect 
that instead of a ratification of two-thirds 
of this Senate it was absolutely rejected b 
a majority vote. Whatthen? At the first 
rebound the President has lea so far 
over on the other side that he asks author- 
ity to cripple all our commercial relations 
with Canada from Passamaquoddy Bay to 
Vancouver’s Island, having for three years 
offered to waive the rights of fishermen and 
the national dignity at the sametime. The 
President desires now to cross over to the 
other side of the question and out-herod 
Herod in his demands for redress, He seems 
eager today to discharge a whole battery of 
Krupp guns on the question, when last year 
a blauk cartridge from a pocket pistol 
wou'd have settled the whole affair. After 
subjecting the country month after month 
to the humiliation of an unprecedented sur- 
render, the President’s supporters, with the 
seal of new converts rather than with the 
extravagant enthusiasm of pretenders, are 
now manifesting such renewed and deep 
and keen sense of the wrongs we have ex- 
perienced from Great Britain in Canada in 
the fisheries matter that they second the 
President’s extraordinary summersault, 
and, in the slang of the Democratic heelers, 
they are ‘thirsting for Canadian gore.’

the action of the Senate in rejecting the 
treaty to have been wisely teken in the in- 
terest of peace and a pow pees step in the 
direction of a perfect and cordial friendship 
between the two countries. A sensitive

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WaAsnineton (D.C.), Aug. 25.—[By the 
Associated Press.| House.—Mr. Rogers of 
Arkansas,from the Committee on Judiciary, 
reported a resolution, as a substitute for 
the one offered by Mr. Dubois of Idaho, 
calling on the Attorney-General for in- 
formation as to the number of convictions 
made for offenses of polygamy, adultery 
and unlawful cohabitation in Utah and 
Idaho, and as to the number of pardons 
granted to persons convicted. 

Mr. Dubois of Idaho, who originat ed the 
resolution and advocated its adoption, dis- 
claimed any intention by offering the reso- 
lution of reflecting upon President Cleve- 
land’s action granting pardons, though he 
regarded executive clemency as encour- 
aging violation of law. 

Mr. Caine of Utah thought the original 
resolution had been offered for political 
effect, but supported the substitute for the 
reason that it would show that the Adminis- 
tration had enforced the laws most rigidly. 
Applications for pardon which had been 
favorably considered by the President were 
in all cases recommended by the United 
States District Attorney, and generally by 
non-Mormons. He briefly reviewed the 
efforts of the people of Utah during the 
last two years to settle the so-called Mor- 
mon question, and to bring that much- 
abused Territory into harmony with the rest 


of the Nation. He said the Mormon com- 


munity was one with less percentage of for- 
eign born population than the other Terri- 
tories, and the general morality, industry, 
sobriety and thrift of the people excite the 
admiration of every unprejudiced traveler. 
He showed that it had been proven in 
judicial proceedings that the Mormon 
church no longer gaye permission for 

ural marriages, and he called atten- 
tion to the fact that the ‘Terri- 
torial Legislature had declared in 
favor of a just, humane and impartial 
enforcement of the laws of the United 
States, and had enacted the most stringent 
marriage laws. He showed what avery 
small reentage of the population those 
who had been in polygamy were, and that 
this class were:forever disfranchised by 
the laws of the United States; that before 
any citizen of Utah could vote, he had to 
swear that he had not violated the laws of 
the United States against bigamy, polygam 
or unlawful cohabitation, and that he did 
pot mean to. He referred to the fact that 
their opponents were reluctantly compelled 
to abandon the cry against polygamy, which 
had served them well in the past, and were 
now insisting that the great ger was the 
union of church and State. 

In conclusion Mr. Caine said: “The 
Mormon people are united, because there 
has been and there isa settled purpose on 
the part of asmall but persistent commu- 
nity to deprive them of the right of self- 

overnment. I have endeavored thus 
briefly to show what the monogamic Mor- 
mons of Utah have done to place themselves 
and the Territory in accord with public 
sentiment and to solve a troublesome prob- 
lem. Entertaining as they do the highest 
véneration for the institutions of their 
comaney as well as due respect for the opin- 
ions of the majority, they deliberately de- 


y | termined on the course they ought to pursue.
